Confine plantings of shrubs, evergreens and 
flower beds to the home foundation, yard borders and corners, particularly 
in the front of the house. ; 


Use trees fo frame the home and provide shade as needed, particu- 
larly on the west. Give trees plenty of room to grow, but remember 
that a small shade tree will increase in value many times over in a 
few years. re
